2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees.

area of the one recording layer are formed by modulating at least one feature of frequency, 
period, amplitude and phase of the wobbles of the user data area of the one recording layer) 
correspond to the claimed subject in the '429 patent set forth in the claims, col. 8, lines 26-30 
and 35-43.
